HIS TYPE OF CHRIST. 

At first glance into its moral factors the 
“Holy Famity” of Verestchagin will appear a 
vuigarization of a sublime theme. That the 
Russian so intended it will not appear upon 
second examination. Unlike Munkacsy, his 
Christ is nota French tenor. The vulgariza- 
tion is in the scene as a whole, if at all. The 
Christ type 1s meditative, oriental, and not of 
the same physical characteristics as tne rest 
of the household. He is the exceptional type 
in the scene, and, although not godlike in the 
traditional sense, He is certainly not devoid 
of those qualities which imagination associ- 
ates with certain kinds of esthetic or moral 
elevation. In Munkacsy’s religiéus works ev- 
erything is sacrificed for dynamic effect. His 
“Christ on Calvary” is not half so impressive a 
figure as the huge white horse that rears and 
plunges below the skirt ofthehill. The Rus- 
sian has made Christ the moral as well as 
the pictorial centre of this scene. With a 
skill which few would have the hardihood to 
imitate he boldly abandons artistic canons, 
and while perfectiy preserving his lines of 
planes and foci of light and his beautiful re- 
hgiousness of color, his reds and yellows 
melting with many gradations into the sover- 
eign benign biue of the heavens, he makes 
the observer feel that the real centre of 
power in the pictureis the figure of Christ 
sitting demurely out of the centre to one side

The Plaus for the Buildings Have Been 
Accepted and the Work of Construction 
Willi Soon Begin-—The Commander Will 
Be Domiciied in a Mansion Costing 
$30,000—There Will Bea Mighty Tower 
and Handsome Quarters for all of the 
Soldiers. 

The Secretary of War has approved the 
plans for the building of Fort Sheridan Milli- 
tary Post at Highwood as drawn up by 
Holabird & Roche and recommended by 
Capt. C. P. Miller. The cost of the buildings 
will exceed $300,000, and will be begun at 
once, the officers’ quarters being the first to 
be put under way. In all there will be thirty- 
five buildings erected. 

The materials selected for the walls are 
pressed brick, with stone trimmings. The 
principal buildings now planned are: Officers’ 
mess, cavalry and infantry barracks, car- 
penters’ and blacksmiths’ shops, Quarter- 
master’s storehouses, cavalry stables, Quar- 
termaster’s stables, pumping and electric 
light bouse, hospital, dead-house, guard- 
house, chapel, six non-commissioned officers’ 
quarters, fourteen Lieutenants’ quarters,

This new city, situated on the lake twenty- 
six miles north of Chicago, will have accom- 
modations for 800 privates and fifty officers, 
with their families. On the north and south, 
just Beyond the boundary of tne post, ra- 
vines perfect the surface drainage. 

The plans of the post were prepared under 
the direction of Gen. J. D. Bingham,goO. C. 
Simonds, civil ewgineer and landscape gar- 
dener, parking ‘plat. The parade grounds 
form. an irregular eliipse in the northern half 
of the post, around which a boulevard ex- 
tends, diverging inte two driveways to the 
lake shore, forming two minor parks, on 
which front the field officers’ and Captains’ 
quarters. 

Along the north boulevard the officers’ 
mess and Captains’ and Lieutenants’ quar- 
ters front the parade ground. Opposite and 
facing them, along the south boulevard, are 
the cavalry and infantry barracks, covering 
fully half the frontage of the parade grounds 
on this side, Between the east boulevard 
and the lake, surrounded by a. handsome 
lawn and gardens, the post commander’s 
quarters are situated. This commanaing po- 
sition giyes an excetlent view of the lake and 
surrounding country. | 

The parade ground is to be a thousand feet 
wide and sixteen hundred feet long. A 
wharf will be built one thousand feet into 
the lake. The storerooms, stables, work- 
shops, and cavalry stables will be located on 
the southern side. These buildings will be 
sufficiently removed to avoid any annoyance 
and still convenient for soldiers of the post 
and citizens temporarily engaged in the 
service of the Quartermaster. Northwest of 
these buildings near the barracks and just 
within the post lines the sutler has pitched 
his camp. Within a hundred yards of him, 
confronting the main driveway leading to 
the parade ground, the sombre guard-house 


challenges the intruder and protects the flag. 


On a prominent curve of the road the neat 
little chapel faces the camps to the southeast. 
In a retired spot and remote from the chapel 
and commanding a view of the lake is the 
hospital and dispensary. Behind it in the

The engine house was a scene of beauty. 
Evergreens festooned the windows and choice 
exotics bloomed amid the wheels and gearing 
of the ponderous machinery. At the lower 
end of the spacious room Johnny Hana’s or- 
chestra struck up a dreamy waltz. Among 
the well known persons present were Presi- 
dent Yerkes and Superintendent Threedy of 
the North Chicago City Railroad Company; 
President F. H. Winston and John B. Par- 
sons of the Chicago West Division City Rail- 
road Company; R. C. Crawford, Alfred 
Cowles Jr., Charles Henrotin, 
Koch, E. S. Dreyer, Edmund Farthmann,

“This,” said Mr. Yerkes, as the band 
struck up We Won't Go Home Till Morn- 
ing,” “this is an engine.“ Mr. Yerkes 
pointed towards one of the huge drums over 
which the cable revolves. 

“That isn’t the engine,“ said Bd Turtle- 
man. Chief Engineer A. D, Whitton was 
called on to arbitrate the questeon, and de- 
cidea that Mr. Yerkes was mistaken. He 
furnished the information that the motive 
power consisted of two 250-horse-power 
Wetherill-Corliss engines, operating a thir- 
teen-inch main driving-shaft. The system 
consists of two loops—one of 1,500 feet run- 
ning around the barns, and the other of 14,000 
feet, extending from Wrightwood avenue to

Centre street and return. The power plant 
is ali that could be desired, and should be 
capable of hauiing all the traffic which usual 
ly comes down Lincoln avenue. Mr. Whit- 


ton said that the plant was the best that had 


ever been constructed by the company, sur- 
passing the Pittsburg system, which has 
been successful. 

It was 3 o’clock when President Yerkes 
called the assembled guests to order. With 
a graceful gesture and an entrancing smile 
the great man introduced Mayor Bolden weck.

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 2 
Judge Brewer of the United States Circuit 
Court has just filed here an important de- 
cision bearing on the Iowa Railroad law and 
the construction to be put on legislation of 
this kind. 

Last summer the jobbers of this vicinity 
brought a number of suits in the District 
Court of this county against the Rock ISI 
and and other roads here for alleged vioia- 
tion of the railroad law passed by the last 
General Assembly. The counsel for the 
roads at once took the papers from the local 
courtto the United States Circuit Court, 
alleging that it was the proper court of juris- 
diction, chiefly for the reason that the suits 
were not criminal but civil in their nature, 
and involved amounts to the vaiue of $5,000 
and upwards. They were accordingly en- 
tered on file, but the Attorney General at 
once appeared and moved that they be re- 
manded to the State court, insisting that 
they were of a criminal nature and that tne 
State court therefore nad jurisdiction. — 

Judge Brewer now passes upon that point, 
and remands the cases to the court from 
which they were taken. In his decision he 
discusses at some length the nature ‘of this 
legislation, and puts a pioneer interpretation 
upon it. The gist of his decision is contained 
in the following extract: a 

In whatever form the State pursues her right 
to punish the offense against her sovereignty 
every step of the proceeding tends to one end— 
the compelling the offender to pay a pecuniary 
fine by way of punishment for the offense. 
Though this case is not precisely in point, yet 
the thought underlying it, the principle which 
controlied the decision, is applicable here, and it 
must be adjudged that in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, the ulti- 
mate authority on questions of this kd, an 
action to enforce a penalty, whatever may be its 
form, is one of criminal nature. I have 
given the subject long and patient er- 
amination in view of the vast interests 
and the importance of the question, and against 
my first impressions I have been forced to the 
conclusion I have thus announced, I appreciate 
fully what the counsel urge of the difficulties 
which, as they say, such a construction will 
place in the way of their reliance upon the 
protection of the Federal Constitution, but 
notwithstanding these difficulties back of all the 
statutes and all the htigation in the State stands 
that high tribunal, the Federal Supreme Court, 
which will ultimately determine and fully pro- 
tect all rights guaranteed to the defendant by 
the Federal Constitution. Phe motion to re- 
mand will be sustained.

Wharves at Montreal Submerged and the 
Water Nearly Up to the Pavement Walls. 
MONTREAL, Que., Jau. 22.—The St. Law- 

rence River has msen thirteen feet m the 
last twenty-four hours. All the wharves 
are submerged, eight feet oft water flowing 
over them, and the water is now within a 
foot of the top of the pavement walls. There 
is a temporary dike, completed last year, the 
strength of which has not yet been tested, 
but fears are entertained that it will not 
stand the strain.

A Speedy Solution of the Problem Desired 


~The Appointment of Committees by 
the Mayor and Various Organizations 
and Legislation at the Present Session 
of the Legislature Recommended— 
Mayor Roche and H. n. Hurd Make 
I Meeting. 

Club at its annual meet- 
ing last night placed itself squarely on rec- 
ord as favoring an immediate solution of the 
Chicago drainage and waterway question, 
and, declaring that We have arrived, at a 
period when the subject can be no longer 
postponed,” took steps looking towards a 
vigorous agitation of the matter, and urging 
legislative action at the present session. 
After Mayor Roche and H. B. Hurd had dis- 
cussed the matter, thie largest meeting the

club ever had listening to them with pro- 


found attention, A. M. Pence introduced a 
preamble and resolution which were adopt- 
ed unanimously, and read in substance as 
follows: 

WHEREAS, The City of Ch 
a proper system of drainage and noth can be 
done without legislation or without substantial 
agreement among the citizens as to What is re- 
quired and the method of obtaining it; therefore, 

Resolved, That this club.authorize its President 
to appoint a committee of five to act with like 
committees to be appointed by the Mayor, the 
Commercial Club, the Iroquois Oluo, the Citi- 
zens’ Association, and other organizations inter- 
ested in the subject. 

Mayor Roche, in support of the resolution, 
said that probably no question of greater 
importance would come before the peopie of 
Chicago in 100 years, and if the people of 
Chicago would pledge themselves to do what 
was right by the river towns and keep faith 
with them there was no doubt that legisia- 
tion could be secured. It wasa matter that 
concerned the whole people ana not alone 
one or more clubs in the city,, 

MR. HURD’S ADDRESS. 

“ The Drainage Chicago was the sub- 
ject selected by the Committee on Political 
Action to be discussed at the close of the 
annual meeting. Mr. Hurd said that the 
thorough report of the Drainage ana Water 
Supply Committee appointed in pursuance of 
resolutions of the City Council in February, 
1886, had been the basis of all su vent in- 
vestigation in the vexed question of sewage 
disposal. It clearly defined two main dis- 
tricts in respect to the watershed—one 
draining into the Calumet and the other into 
the Chicago River, There was but one 
adequate source of water supply, and that 
was the lake. Three plans were considered: 
Lake disposal, to pump the sew into the 
lake somewhere east of Hyde Park; land 
disposal, to pump it through tunnels to some- 
where near the Town of Thornton; the Des- 
— system, an open waterway from the 
ake to Joliet by way of the Desplaines 
River, which the committee finally agreed 
was the only practical one. The committee 
estimated the cost of the first method to be 
$37,000,000, the s6cond $58,000,000, and the 
third $24,000,000. This latter would include 
achannel 200 feet wide and eighteen feet 
deep, capable of carrying 600,000 cubic feet 
of water per minute. A contingency to be 
provided for was the dilution required to 
prevent the existence of poisonous and of- 
fensive gases, a matter which would not only 
concern Chicagoans but people along the en- 
tire course of the Desplaines and Llinois 
Rivers. 

The opposition to the Desplaines system 
two years ago was largely due to a misunder- 
standing of its nature. The pian meant 
more than a mere disposal of the sewage; it 
meant a great commercial waterway—the ac- 
complishment of the long cherished project 
of a Great Lakes and Gulf waterway. What 
Was necessary now was to procure from the 
present General Assembly the requisite leg- 
islation to carry forward Chicago’s part of 
the undertaking. They must lay aside ail 
differences between themselves (they are 
not material) and apply themseives to this 
business: A navigable waterway would 
make the Illinois River Valley one of the most 
fertile and heaithy ions of the country. 

Senator Cullom and Congressman Adams 
were entitled to a great deal of credit for the 
insertion of aclause in favor of the water- 
way inthe Riverand Harbor bill and the 
securing of an appropriation. The Govern- 
ment had commenced surveyi and was 
making thorough work of it. river 
towns could see the necessity of drawing a 
large amount of water from Michigan 
to carry off the sewage. Chicago aid not 
ask much of Congress, but offered a great 
deal. In addition to all other advantages the 
addition of 100,000 feet of water a minute to 
the low water of the Mississippi River was 
looked upon as a great boon by representa- 
tives of the towns along that river. 

THE MAYOR’S VIEWS. 

Mayor Roche said he was not ready to 
make public the details of the bill which the 
Drainage Commission had drawn up for sub- 
mission to the Legisiature. 

The present city limits comprised thirty- 
seven square miles and 492 miles of sewers. 
These were divided into ninety-seven sub- 
systems, fifty-five of which discharged into 
the South Branch, twenty-two into the North 
Branch, sixteen into the main river, and four 
into the lake. All North Side sewers, with 
one éxception, emptied into the main river 
or the North Branch. Mostof those on the 
South Side emptied into the South Branch 
and the Ogden Ditch. “In ing our 
necessities, he said, we must consider the 
future—the Town of. Lake, Cicero, Lake 
View, and part ot Hyde Park will soon de- 
mand attention.“ The question arose how 
large the ditch should be. It depended pen 
the money available. Ample time would be 
had, however, to decide this. It was unwise

ANARCHISTS ORGANIZING AGAIN. 


The Arbeiter Bund Elects Officers and 
Listens to Radical Speeches. 

A meeting of the Arbeiter Bund was held last 
night at Wend's Hall. No. 3% South Canal street. 
As it will be remembered, the bund had no time 
to perfect its organization. The police prevented 
the meetings of the society and the constitution 
which was projected could not be adopted. This 
was done last night.

He wanted to save his damaged repu- 
tation, and needed some sensation in which he 
could pose as a hero. For this purpose he pro- 
hibited the meeting of the Arbeiter Bund at 
Greif’s Hall, and in his ‘organs he said 
that the Anarchists would ijourn to the 
haymarket. That is just what he wished. 
His spies were there and they were prepared, 
to put dynamite in the power of workingmen. 
arrest them, and send them the penitentiary. 
Bonfield has his spies in our ranks, and they will 
provoke disturbances for the purpose of elevat- 
ing the situation of their boss. Bonfield is a 
citizen of this country only by accident and we 
are by our choice. We will always be perse- 
cuted, and we intend to fightfor the emanicpa- 
tion and freedom of tne human race. This is our 
task, and before long the patience of the work- 
men will cease. e hate our enemies, but 
despise sneaking thieves like Bonfield.” 

After Mr. Currlin's s u Prof. T. H. Gartside 
took the platform. e criticised the present 
system of the society and believed in revolution. 
He told the members of the bund to keep away 
from polling places and have nothing to do with 
politicians. o believed in absolute revolution 
and thought it could only be brought about by 
force.

MEERRITT’S ANTI-TRUST BILL. 
. While Tun Trreunz earnestly favors ef- 
fective legislation against trustism, it is com- 
pelled to doubt the wisdom or practicability 


of the Anti-Trust bill introduced in the IIli- 


nois Legislature by Mr. Merritt. It is im- 
portant that legislation against trusts, while 
stringent, shall be strictly within constitu- 
tional lines and not so framed that it will 
break down in the coarts or be left as a dead 


letter on the statute book. The Merritt bill 
contains among others the following pro- 


visions: 

SEC. 2. It shall not be lawful for any individuals, 
companies, or corporations to make or enter 
into. or execute, or carry out any contract, ob- 
ligation, or agreement of any kind or description 
by which they sball bind or have bound them- 
selves not to manufacture or produce any article 
of commerce, use, or consumption, or not to sell or 
dispose of any article or commodity of trade, use, 
merchandise, or consumption below a standard 
common figure, or by which they shall agree to 
seli such article or commodity at a certain price, 
or by which tney shall agree in any manner to 
keep the price of such article or commodity ata 
fixed or graduated figure, or by which they shall 
in any manner establish or settle the price of 
any such article or commodity between them 80 
as to preclude a free andj unrestrictedjcompeti- 
tion among themselves in the sale of any such 
article or commodity, or by which they shall 
agree to pool, combine, create à trust, or unite 
any interests that they may have in connection 
with the sale of any such article or commodit 
so that ite price might in any manner be affecte 

SEO. 3. It shall not be lawful for any individ- 
uals, companies, or cerporations to combine, 
unite, or consolidate, either directly or through 
the creation of trusts or the intervention of

- Would not these sweeping provisions make 
it doubtful whether two or more firms en- 
gaged in a strictly private business could en- 
ter into a common partnership or consolida- 
tion? Are they not so broad that they woula 
apply to a trades union combination of work- 
men to advance or fix the price of labor? In 
many cases business houses and newspapers 
are consolidated and partnerships formed 
for the express purpose of avoiding the com- 
petition for the same custom that would ex- 
ist if each-partner were an individual trader 
or producer, and it is certainly true that the 
prime purpose of labor organizations is to 
get rid of the competition in the labor mar- 
ket which would be free and unrestrained but 
for such combination. The Merritt bill, which 
applies sweepingly to “individuals, compa- 
nies, or corporations,“ would seem to reach 
over and beyond the great trust monopolies 
and affect ordinary business partnerships 
and even the combinations of trades unions.

Legislation against. trustism shculd be se- 
vere, but care must be exercised not to go too 
far and yex and harass ordinary private bus- 
mess. The Merritt bill will need considera- 
ble modification. The New York Anti-Trust 
bill to prevent monopolies is formed on the

The measure outlined above may be com-

NEW MEXICO’S ADMISSION. 

There is now said to be a disposition on the 
part of the Democrats in the House to com- 
promise on the Territorial admission ques- 
tion, since they have gone through the for- 
malty of making their anti-Dakota record 
consistent, by leaving New Mexico out of the 
omnibus. They can gain nothing by stick- 
ing to that Territory, for the admission of 
which no one is probably really desirous ex- 
cept Mr. Springer himself. Tue Republic- 
ans are serving notices on them that if New 
Mexico is to stayin the omnibus Wyoming 
and Idaho have also to be let into the Union. 
Either of them is better fitted for Statenood 
than the un-American Greaser Territory. If 
they have fewer inhabitants the material is 
infinitely better. 

Just at this juncture the Democrats of: the 
House have received a new illumination 
from a memorial protesting against the ad- 
mission which has been forwarded to Wash- 
ington, signed by many American business 
and professional men, who certainly are more 
capable of judging of the suitability of the 
Territory for admission than the Greasers 


| and Indians and Democratic officenolders. 


The memorialists base their objection upon 
the unfitness of the people and their igno- 
ranos of the English language, general illit- 
eracy, aud good-for-nothingness, and state 
the case none too strongly when they declare 
that to make a State of this Territory wouid 
be a burlesque upon the Republican Govern- 
ment.” For these and other reasons there 
is a growing disposition to drop New Mexico 


and let it wait until sufficient Americans set- 
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It jis only in the valleys which get 


while Arizona is still worse off. All the irri- 
gation it gets is from the Gila River on the 
south and east and the Little Colorado on 
the east, its principal river, the Colorado, bo- 
ing made useless for irrigating purposes by 
the mighty cafion through which it has torn 
its way for many hundred miles. The qua. 
‘uty of land in both Territories upon which 
crops can be grown by irrigation will not ex- 
ceed that of half a dozen counties of Illinois, 
Indiana, or Iowa. The two Territories 
united, as they were prior to the foolish ai- 
vision and when New Mexico was organized 
as a Territory in 1847, would make a passa- 
ble sort of State. As the New Mexico frag- 
ment should not be admitted by itseif, the 
only proper course to pursue is to postpone 
admission for the present, and when the 
proper time comes restore the old bounda- 
ries and admit the united halves as one State, 
as the treaty contemplated. Meanwhile 
South Dakota, with its 400,000 American m- 
habitants, should be admitted at once, as al- 
ready provided for in the Senate bill, and 
the time should be shortened up as much as 
possible for North Dakota, Montana, and 
Washington. They should all be in the 
Union by Jan. 1, 1890. When New Mexico, 
with Arizona, is ready to come in, admit 
Wyoming and Idaho at tbe same time.

AN ANARCHIST ON JUDGE TULEY. 

We have seen how Judge Tuley’s recent 
opinion has struck the mass of the citizens 
of Chicago, and also what the press of other 
places has had to say of it. Now let us listen 
to the criticism of Martin Lacher, an Anarch- 
istic Communist of this city, in order to find 
how much the aposties of dynamite are 
pleased with the decision after they have 
had full time to read it and get its meaning 
through their beery brains. Says Lacher: 


Well, there are some points to it which struck 
me as favorable to our cause, despite the fact 
that there are underlying political motives dis- 
cerhible to one who reads between the lines. It 
was a Democratic bid for the votes of the Anarch- 
ists and Socialists. No doubt but it will greatly 
please Joe Gruenhut, Detweiler, and that crowd, 
who have all along been playing into the hands 
ofthe Democratic party; but we are not to be 
— 95 80 N Lam free to say that I am not 
wholly satisfied with the decision, and I know lots 
more who agree with me.! It was too plainly a 
bid for our support in the coming campaign, and 
we Cannot swallow that. There is a certain fac- 
tion in the Labor party who will readily bite at 
the bait—men who are in the movement for of- 
fice and power. 


. Here he must wrong the Judge. There 
can have been no politics intended in 
the decision of the Chancellor. Politics has 
no place on the bench, and Judge Tuley 
would not introduce it there. Still this 
misinterpretation shows how needful it is to 
take pains to make the language of an opin- 
ion so clear that it may not be seriously mis- 
understood. 


when he says: 


The third point which struck me in the decis- 
ion was that Judge Tuley admitted that the capi- 
talistic system now in vogue is wrong. This was 
a strong blow at the wage system, and marks an- 
other step toward the abolition of the whole 
competitive system. 


It would be unfortunate if this belief were 
to become general. All that the Judge said 
was that there were those who claimed that 
the “capitalistic system” of hirmg men to 
work was wrong. 

Then Lacher takes exception to the Judge’s 
reasoning: 1 

The fourth point is that he finally refuses 


grant an injunction to men who advocate revolu- 
tion. Now, this is bosh after admitting that the 
right of A is a natural right. The truth 
1s that the t of free speech—if it be a positive 
right at all—carries with it the right of free ac- 
tion. One of the features. of the Constitution 
of the Internationals is the recital of the fact 
that the Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides for the bearing of arms by the citizens and 
thus recognizes that the right of free speech car- 
riés with it the right of free action. 


“Free action here means free dynamite, 
free arson, free murder. Will Judge Tuley 
carry his doctrine of natural rights as far as 
this? Probably not, for he says that after 
“ free speech has incited men to “free ac- 
tion “ then the free speakers may be pun- 
ished. 

Lacher, being asked what the attitude of 
the Socialists and Communists would beat 
the approaching election, said: | 

Well, it is too early to make surmises; but I 
dare say thoy may eventually come to the belief 
that it would be wise to amalgamate with the 
Democrats in order to secure the release of our 
comrades now in Joliet, but for that reason only, 
complish our ends. 

And as they would use the Democracy and 
despise them, so do they use the courts and 
despise them. Judge Tuley makes a decision 
which part way favors them, and they say he 
was animated by base partisan motives. But 
what. can be expected from maliguant mad- 
men who want to renew in this city the hor- 
rors of the Parisian Commune, not seeing 
that if they were to do so a more sweeping 
destruction would await them than France 
visited on her Communardas. 


FICTITIOUS RAILROAD EARNINGS. 
It is not quite eighteen months since the 


notice of an increase of 610,000,000 in its 
capital stock and stating that its quarterly 
dividend would be increased to 1% per 
cent, The many people who rushed in as 
investors in a stock which they supposed 
was good for a 7 per cent dividend for all 
time thereafter are naturally indignant ove 
the recent declaration of the directors that 
they are unable to pay any dividend what- 
ever. Their mortification is increased by the 
subsequent canvass of facts as they are un- 
derstood, which leads to grave doubts that 
the earnings of the near future will not even 
pay the fixed charges of the road. 

The line has suffered by parallel building 
of other roads, but this does not explain the 
large dropping off in receipts which is sup- 
posed to have justified such a complete re- 
versal of policy. The great fault is traceable 
to the fact that the Atchison management 
followed a bad example in treating the mate- 
rial carried for construction as so much 
freight and estimating profits thereon as if it 
had been carried for patrons of the line. 
This fictitious business made a big showing, 
by virtue of which the books exhibited a 
large earnings account, which not only van- 
ished when the construction work ceased 
but left the company to face the effect 
of an important decrease in the carry- 
ing business of subsequent periods.

desolate the hearts of so many shareholders 
in other companies. But it will be well to 
make the exposure where it is due. Nothing 
will be gained by the great public through 
the cloaking up of blunders or crimes, as the 
case may be, in railroad management ana 
bookkeeping. Let the truth be known, no 
matter how deeply it may wound the sensi- 
bilities or empty the pockets of those directly 
concerned. 
COUNTY LOCAL OPTION IN ILLINOIS. 

There are now two county local option 
bills which have been already referred to 
the Committee on License in the IIlinois 
Legislature at Springfield, and as the bills 
are said to have many country supporters in 
both parties who are in favor of allowing the 
people of counties to have prohibition if a 
majority of them want it and think they can 
enforce it, itis not impossible that county 
local option may soon be an accomplished 
fact in the temperance legislauon of this 
State, as it is in that of some other States 
both North and South. Assuming that the 
Legislature will prefer to pass a county op- 
tion bill rather than submit a constitutional 
amendment, there are certain features of im- 
portance which might be incorpora.ed in 
such a measure that would strengthen it and 
also provide against the emergency of fail- 
ure. 
First of all, the bill should be kept out of 
party politics, and should not be allowed to 
become a partisan measure either in the Leg- 
islature itself or at the polls, and to accom- 
plish this it should be provided either that 
the vote be taken at an election specially ap- 
pointed or at the local spring election for 
town officers. This would keep a purely 


| sumptuary question out of politics, as is al- 


ways done in the South and as has usually 
been done in the North. Local county op- 
tion was thus voted upon in Michigan. In 
Massachusetts the license elections are al- 
ways held in the spring. In Pennsylvania, 
where a constitutional amendment will ve 
submitted this summer, a special election 
will be fixed in June. 

Another point is of great importance. In 
these elections the question should not be 
confined simply to prohibition or no prohi- 
bition. There should be coupled with it the 
alternative of a minimum $1,000 license tax. 
Many counties which might not want prohi- 
bition at present, realizing that they could 
not enforce it, public opinion not being 
ripe therefor, would be willing to vote for 
the restrictive $1,000 tax as the most practi- 
cal method of regulating the traffic, Wich 
public opmion will support, while those 
that did not want any tax could vote for 
probibition. The $1,000 tax, which is genu- 
ine high license, has been already tested in 
Joliet and some other Democratic localities, 
as well as in Minnesota, where it has worked 
admirably; and there are undoubtedly many 
counties, powerless to enforce prohibition 
because a majority of sentiment is opposed 
to it, which could easily adopt ana enforce 
the $1,000 tax, and would like the opportunity 
to try it. 5 

There is a third feature which should also 
be incorporated in a measure of this kind— 
namely: that the people of every county who 
have voted fora bill shail have the oppor- 
tunity to revote at least every two or three 
years, whenever a similar petition to the 
original one is presented, and that they shall 
also vote at a non-political election. If the 
majority of the people were satisfied with 
the operation of the bill the election of 
course would make no difference, but if it 
had proved unsatisfactory in its operations 
it would give them an opportunity to re- 
verse their action or to try the alternative 
of the high tax. But whatever eise is done 
the question should be kept out of politics, 
both as a measure pending in the Legisla- 
ture and as a question to be voted on at the 
polls, and if the Democrats persistin making 
it a partisan measure the Republicans should 
have nothing to do with it, except to de- 
nounce it as à political subterfuge and not 
in the real interests of temperance. 


- BUILDING ASSOCIATION INSPECTION. 
For some time the building associations, 


which sre so numerous in this city, and 
which are to the workingmen of Chicago 
what the savings banks of Massachusetts are 
to small savers there, have been considering 
the advisability of getting through the Leg- 


| islature a law for State supervision. This 


movement was hastened by the recent dis- 
covery of the shameless frauds of Shaw ana 
his associates, and amendments to the pres- 
ent law have been prepared and agreed on 
with substantial unanimity, which, it is be- 
lieved, will lessen greatly the opportunities 
for fraud on the part of the officers of these 
concerns. Itis desired that the State shall 
have the same watchful eye on building as- 
sociations that she has on insurance com- 
panies, and will have on banks if the 
new Banking law 1s allowed to stand. It 
is proposed that the Secretary of each asso- 
ciation shall make to the Auditor quarterly re- 
ports which shall be approved by three mem- 
bers who are not officers, and that the 
Auditor of his own motion, or on the sworn 
application of five stockholders who make 
definite charges, shall make examinations, 
and if he finds that business is not honestly 
conducted take charge of the association. 
There are many reasons why these amead- 
menta should become law without delay. The 
amount of money invested by the working- 
men is steadily mereasing. The danger of 
loss by dishonesty is growing, and when 
frauds are committed it will be on those who 
are least able to bear them. The accidental 
coincidence of two or three cases of cheating 
would alarm the timia and destroy - confi- 
dence in what is at present almost the only 
investment for the small savings of the poor.

THERE WAS LITTLE TRADING IN WALL 
STREET STOCKS. 


Atchison, However, Picked Up a Little, 
aod Pullman Made Further Advances— 
Big Ballread Suit in New York—St. 
Louls Grain Dealers Object to the In- 
creased Rate on Corn—Rumor That an 
Tron Trust Is Being ‘Formed. 


New Tonk, Jan. 22,.—[Special.)}—Business 
on the Stock Exchange fell off today consid- 
erably, and once more dullness reigned. 
There were no special features outside of 
the trading in Atchison and some of the coal- 
ers, and tne brokers are still waiting for the 
public to arouse from the ir lethargy and once 
more take an interest in speculation. From 
present indications it would seem as though 
they had a long and weary wait be- 
fore them. The action of the IIIi- 
nois Central directors yesterday afternoon 
in reducing the semi-annual dividend 
from 334 to Ng per cent and bringing that 
stock into the line of 5 instead of 7 per cent 
dividend payers sent the price off one point 
here and one and a half points in London, 
where once more they are hard hit. In addi- 
tion to this rather depressing news reports 
came from Chicago that some of the roads 
were again engaged in cutting rates, and 
this, although it was promptly denied, had 
its effect in sending prices down. Then, 
again, there was some fear that the re- 
ported action of the Vanderbilts and the 
Hostetter crowd in pushing the South 
Pennsylvania scheme would breed serious 
trouble among the trunk lines. The trunk 
line people said that everything was har- 
monious between them, and the Presidents 
met today to consider the question of modify- 
ing the agreement on. which the trunk line 
organization is based, so as to conform to the 
spirit of the agreement adopted by the West- 
ern Presidents at their last meeting. It was 
decided to leave this matter in the hands of 
Commissioner Fink and the Executive Com- 
mittee, but notwithstanding this there were 
many who believed that the Pennsyivania 
would not stand any action to build the 
parallel road, and that if the mat- 
ter were not dropped there would 
be war; so that, take it all through, 
there was nothing that gave vitality to the 
market, especially as there was an absence 
of any support. Some of the specialties 
loomed up again, particularly Pullman, which 
kept on its upward course and scored a net 
od vance of IK points. Manhattan had a lift, 
and showed a net gain of 1% points. Atchi- 
son, for a wonder, was bought, principally, 
however, to cover shorts, and for the first 
time in many days the closing quotauon 
showed an increase of IX poiuts over the 
opening price. About a dozen other stocks 
showed fractional gains, but about thirty 
showed losses, tne heaviest decrease being 
134 points in St. Paul preferred. 

Concerning the dispatches from Chicago 
— — the alleged ousting, George Gould said 


ay: 

“I have been, and am, in constant commu- 
nication with our people at Chicago and they 
all declare that they are maintaining the 
rates; they positively deny that they are do- 
ing any cutting. The railroad Presidents 
are to meet in Cnicago Thursday.

IMPORTANT RAILROAD SUIT. 
The Boston, Harttord & Erie Sues the 
New York & New Engiand. 

New York, Jan. 22,—[Special.|—Richard 
A. Roberts and others, stockholders in the 
Boston, Hartford & Erie Railroad Company, 
brought an action in the Supreme Court of 
Kings County against the New York & New 
Engiand Railroad Company, and William T. 
Hart and Charles B. Clark. The Boston, 
Hartford & Erie Road, under an act passed 
and approved in April, 1864, was the owner 
of a line of railroad in Dutchess County, 
which it mor March 19, 1866, for 
$20,000,000 to rdelle, Dudiey & Gres 
ory, trustees and bondholders, to whom 
Hart, Clark, and one Oliphant (de- 
ceased) became successors. Hart, Clark, and 
‘Oliphant took possession of the property 
Aug. 15, 1871, . in 1873, under authority of 
the mor ganized the New York & 
New England Railroa.t Company out of the 
bond holders of the Boston, Hartford & Erie, 
and attempted to transfer to the New York 
& New Engiand all the property, estates, and 
franchises as mortgaged... The action was 
brought, among other things, to procure a 
judgment that the mortgage was illegal, un- 
authorized, and void, and was not and is not 
a valid "lien; that the New York & 
New Engiand had no autnority to re- 
ceive and take possession of the property 
and corporate rights of the Boston, Hartford 
& Erie, and that the action of Hart, Clark, 
and Ollphant in turning over the property to 
the former company does not prevent the 
Boston, Hartford & Erie Company and its 
stockholders from redemption; that a re- 
ceiver be appointed; that the amount proper 
for redémpwon be ascertained, and that gen- 
eral reliet be afforded. A demurrer to the 
complaint was interposed on the ground that 
the court had no jurisdiction of the subject 
of the action; that two causes of action have 
been improperly united, and that the con- 
plaint does not contain facts sufficient to con- 
stitute a cause of action. The demurrer was 
argued before Judge Cullen of tne Supreme 
Court, who tais morning banded down his 
decision, sustaining the demurrer with costs 
and giving the plaintiffs leave to amend the 
complaint on payment of costs.

BUSINESS IN THE LAW COURTS. 


Conditions of Street-Car Transfer Tickets 
Mast Be Obeyed—Notes. 

Judge Baker, in the case of Edward L. Twohill 
vs. The Chicago City Railway Company, in which 
plaintif® sues for 8. 000 because a conductor re- 
fused to accept a transfer on which was printed 
the rule that the ticket must be presented at 
Thirty-first street and which was offered at Polk 
street, decides that in accepting the transfer 
slip Twohill contracted to regard its conditions, 
which were reasonable and proper; that he could 
not take advautage of a part of the conditions 
and disregard the other.

HOW IT ALL CAME ABOUT. 


INTERESTING RESUME OF THE CLOSE 
OF THE TARIFF DEBATE. 


Some Idea Given of the Modifications of 
the Original Bill—The Party Pians for 
the Future—McCarty, Who Said Repre- 
sentative Thomas Stole His Pians for

The Senate substitute for the Mills bill

A good many 

Senators took occasion to define their 


position for the hundredth time by offering 


amendments which they knew would not be 
adopted and making five-minute speeches, 
which was all that was allowed them under 
the rule. The gist of the talk and the tenor 
of the amendments ali went to show that the 
tariff was looxed upon asa local issue by a 
largé number of Senators on the Democratic 
side. 

In the gallery was a party of Pennsyl- 
vanians, John Jarrett, Joseph D. Weeks, 
Henry W. Oliver, and others. These had ali 
deciared that their State wanted the meas- 
ure passed, and they showed no surprise 
when Cameron voted aye. Quay soon fol- 
lowed, and the curiosity of a great many peo- 
ple was satisfied. 

In the administrative features the most 
important alteration from the original m¢eas- 
ure has been the adoption of the Plumb 
amendment for a permanent customs com- 
mission. The reduction which will interest 
people in the West is that on white pine, 
which is brought down from $2 to $1.50 per 
1,000 feet. The most notable increase is on 
tin plate, which is raised on an average fully 
one-haif. Wool is also put back to 12 cents, 
though the bili at first provided for 11 cents. 
A radicai departure tariff policy is the 
offering of a bounty of one cent per pound 
tor sugar raised in this country to offset the 
lowering of the duty. 

The policy to be followed in the House on 
the Senate substitute is not yet fully settled. 
Many Republicans do not favor referring to 
any committee other than the Ways and 
Means. They hold that Mr. Mills and his 
colleagues have had sufficient notice of the 
temper of tne House to. deter them from at- 
tempting to smother the substitute in com- 
mittee. Ifsuch a purpose does show itself 
the Appropriations Committee will act on the 
tariff resolution before it and the House wil! 
take the whole matter from the Ways and 
Means Committee. But the Democrats on 
that committee have been so earnest in prom- 
ising to pia tair that in all probability they 
will not urther humiliated. The Repub- 
lican Senators urge their colleagues in the 
House simply to see that the subject is 
thrown into conference at the earliest possi- 
ble date.

The Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Eugineering in his re- 
port concurs in the opinions expressed by the 
other bureaus, with the additional sugges- 
tion that with the indicated horsepower the 
speed of the ship would barely be nineteen 
knots per hour, instead of twenty-two as 
claimed by McCariy.

Orrawa, III., Jan. 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ] I am a farmer and stock-raiser, I find in 
talking with my neighbors who are engaged in 
the same business that there are some questions 
connected with the cattle business which the 
average farmer does not understand. Perhaps 
you will be kind enough to enlighten us. We do 
not know why, after all the agitation there has 
been about freight charges, it should cost us 25 
per cent more to ship a car of cattle to Chicago 
than it did some years ago. Some of us wonder 
why we should be compelled to pay $1 a Dushel 
for corn at the Stock-Yards and $80 a ton for hay. 
Farmers think it hard to sell corn for 26 cents a 
bushel and hay for $7 & ton and be compelied to 
2 prices in Chicago. 

e do not nnderstand why, with cattle cheap- 
er than ever before, meat should be the same 
price it has always been. It would be zome sat- 
isfaction te the beef producers to know that it 
they have to raise beef at a loss the % mass 
of people were getting some benefit from it. 
But as far as we are able to find out the profit 
goes to the commission men, Stock-Yards stock- 
holders, dressed beef men, and railroad men. 

There is an angry feeling developing among 
the farmers toward the men who they believe 
have combined against them. Whether this 
feeling is justified by the facts or not the writer 
is not to say, but that there is such a 
feeling any one can discover by conversing with 
the men who raise and ship beef in this vicinity.

Reforming the Divorce Laws. 
Curcaco, Jau. 21.~—[Editor ot The Tribune. 
In the proposed amendment to the marriage and

tion of the Judge granting the decree, and ren- 
dering bigamous a subsequent marriage con- 
tracted within the jurisdiction of the State dur- 
ing the period designated in the decree. Whiie 
this is desirable, and even, in the judgment of all 
acquainted with the éxcesses now — — dy 
the loose divorce procedure, indispensable for re- 
form, it is manifest that parties could pass out 
of the boundaries of Illinois and evade tae regu- 
lation without incurring It is doubtful 
whether the United States Supreme Court would 
sustain any State law invalidating a m 

law in another State. General principles would 
undoubtedly be applied to the settlement of such 
an issue. Fede -—precedents would scarce} 
tolerate the assumption by any Commonweal 
to abridge the.civil rights of citizens of another 
Commonwealth, 

It may be well to pass the act with this pro- 
vision in it for the measure of restraint it will 
exercise even Within the State of Illinois, and to 
set an example which other States, aroused to 
the enormity of the evil, may be persuaded to 
follow. It may be well to pass it for the proof 
it will afford of good faith on the part of men and 
women whose resort to divorce is not caused by 
inadequate or unwo motives, But its ob 
vious tations serve to make more apparent 
the necessity of a uniform divorce law. Every 
effort that can be made to influence legislation. 
National or State, in this direction should be 
made as earnestiy and as I as possible. 
If State law associations should take the ques- 
tion up progress might be accomplished w a 
twelvemonth.. . ; 

The profound moral sense of the American 
people is fully alive to the importance and the 
urgency of this reform.

National legislation, 
even if attainable, must perforce be tardy and 
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Goldwin Smith's Charges Againat the Irish. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
It should de observed, in reference to thé charges 
which Mr. Goldwin Smith has so repeatedly 
urged in bis own publications and in the London 
Times against the American Irish of the. cities, 
that they are grossly exaggerdted now, though 
they may have been true to some extent in some 
instances in the past. It is quite the thing, as 
Mr. Bryce in his recent book observes, to use 
the immigrants, and especially tne Irish. much 
as the cat is used in the kitchen te account for 
broken plates and food which disappears.’ But 
to the extent that they have aided native dema- 

ogs, traitors, and corruptionists they have 

een the victims of other circumstances 
and of British misrule in Ireland. 
People do not recover from the debas effects 
of laws in a generation. And it is small wonder 
that the Iruh who were dum on our shores 
from British famine ships, who had been kept 
iliiterste in their own — by the operation 
of savage penai laws, should fall easy victims to 
the wiles and inducements of public corruption- 
ists in this country. Mr. Smith, writing some 
— ago on Irish lawlessness, said: It would 

unjust to confound these rian conspira- 

cles with ordinary crime, for the secret tribunals 
were to the people the organs of a wild lav of 
social morality by which on the Whole the inter- 
est of the peasant was protected.” Mr. Bryce, 
commenting on this stutement in another of 
his recentiy published books, says: “It 
was under conditions like these that the sus- 
picion of the law and its ministers became 
worked into the veins and nerves of the Irish 
peasant.”” His lawiessness was the product 
the ferocious and barbarous system of Englis 
government in Ireland, Those offenses which 
factions of the American Irish committed against 
the laws of America and agaiust the principles 
of American li y in New York and Balumore 
and in Pennsylvania some years ago are the 
natural outcome of the British system in Ireland. 
Both Ireland and America have been the victims 
of that system which Mr. Smith would continue 
in such modified form as the progress of enlight- 
ment would permit. 

But, Again, with Mr. Bryce it may be remarked 
that American cities, and especially New York, 
were not Edens before the Irish imniigrants be- 
gan to arrive, and they would not become Edens 


if the Irish were .to move out altogether. The 


Irish have had little to do in the government of 
Philadelphia, and there have been periods in the 
history of that city when the government was as 
corrupt as that of London under the rule which 
has just been overthrown there. But the bad 
effects of the British system, as it might be 
called, are passing away. The Irish, as they be- 
come more enlightened and better edacated, 
make some of the best citizens of the Union. 
They are always loyal to American principles 
and stand as bulwarks in the workingmen’s or- 
ganizations against the mroads of Socialism and 
anarchy. J. 


Can We Dispense with the County Super- 
intendent of Schools? 

ENGLEWOOD, IIL, Jan. 2.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—In your Sunday edition au article en- 
titled * Defective School Laws contains this 
pertinent remark: “The first defect of the 
school laws that would strike men of judgment 
is the multiplicity of officers.’’ Good, but no 
mention was made of the office of Cotinty Super- 
intendent. whose salary alone will probably 
equal that of all the other officers.
